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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 8-12, 19-25, and 38-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Re claim 8, "said first and second ends" in line 3 lacks clear antecedent basis as 
multiple first and second ends per se are previously recited - see also paragraph 
4 of the last office action. If -beam member— were inserted after "said" of the 
term, the term would be clear as best understood. 
Re claim 19 , "said load bearing member" in line 7 is confusing and should 
apparently be -said roller--, see also paragraph 4 of the last office action. 
Re claim 38 as newly amended, "first and second" in the third to last line of the 
claim should be -pairs of— for consistency/clarity. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 26 as newly amended is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Gaulding et al. 

Gaulding et al teaches a stop 50 which could be used with a railcar trough 
structure. Note in as much as the trough structure per se is not a positively 
recited element of the instant combination, the functional/positional language 
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relating thereto is given little patentable weight. Additionally, roller 36 is 
readable on the movable transport fitting as broadly claimed. 

4. Claim 26 alternatively is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mimica '518. 

Mimica teaches a coil stop 150 for a railcar trough structure including a movable 
transport fitting 162 which is deemed to operate as broadly claimed - see figure 
13 etc. Note to the extent that pin 162 is designed to be moved back away from 
the trough structure via link 172 and thereby provide for movement of the stop, it 
is deemed to facilitate repositioning as broadly claimed. 

5. Claims 27-34 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 8-12, 19-25, and 38-39 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this 
Office action. 

7. Claims 1-7, 13-18, and 35-37 are allowed. 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejected claims have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
